Correspondent Robert Magidoff's 


explanation of why he was ousted 
from Russia on spy charges put a 
logical and rather routine ending to 
what, at first reading, looked like 
a minor, mixed-up mystery. 


It was all propaganda, 
thc- 


writer- broadcaster 
concluded. 


Since he w^s Russian-born and his 
wife was Russian, he felt the au- 
thorities figured that if they could 
brand him as a spy, they could 
then say to the people, "Well, il 
he's that bad, you can imagine 
how much worse those other for- 
eigners are." 


No doubt the Russian people duti- 


fully swallowed tiiis latest dosage, 
as they seem to all other govern- 
ment handouts. But even with the 
twist of fact and fiction, the story 
is so preposterous that only a pub- 
lic brought up on propagandized 
news and hermetically sealed edu- 
cation would ever go for it. 


First, they would have to believe 


that the United States governmen, 
was operating part of its intelli- 
gence service through the McGraw- 
Hill Publishing Co., and that Mc- 
Graw-Hill was not too busy as one 
of the country's biggest publishing 
houses to take on the assignment 


Then they would have to believe 


that McGraw-Hill sent its espion 
age assignments uncoded through 
regular mail channels. Those chan- 
nels are not closed in Russia tc 
the censor's inquisitive eye.

Shakeup of UN Opposed by 
Marshall-Says:Red Leaders 
Must Be Shown Peace Route 


(AP)—Means Associated Press 


(NEA)—Moons Newspaper Enterprise Ass'n. 


Washington, May 5 — (#•)—Sece- 


tary of State Marshall said today 
Russian leaders must be convinced 
the Soviet Union can "live sidq by 
side in peace" with the Westen 
powers in the United Nations. 


He made that statement in op- 
posing any drastic shakeup of the 
U. N. without Russian ageement. 
Such a step, Marshall said, prob- 
ably would destroy the organiza- 
tion and mean setting up rival mili- 
tary alliances. 


For these reasons, Marshal said, 


he is against an international con- 
ference to revise the United 
Na- 


tions charter at this time. 


The secretary of state 
testified 


aefore the House Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee. That group is consider- 
ng proposals for reorganizing the 
U. N. with or without Russian co- 
operation. 


Marshall cautioned that the U. N. 


could be destroyed 
by 
"radical 
charges." 


He warned, too/'against tamper- 
ing with the big power veto in the 
world organization. . 


Answering a question 
by Rep. 


Chiperfield (R-I11), the 
secretary 
said: 


"A two-thirds rule is all right in 
a democracy. But when it comes 
to the use of power aggressively in 
a military way—we have about 40 
per cent of the power—we've 
got 


to be very careful as to what the 
American people are 
committing 


themselves to. That involves the 
use of the veto." 


The committee is considering two 
main proposals, backed by some 
30 representatives 
and 
senators. 


One would call for an Intel-nation 
conference on U. N.

In reply to questions, Ross said 


ho knows of no tangible evidence 
that, an agreement can be worked 
out. 
He said that "there's still a 


possibility the proposed strike will 
be settled," and that "the presi- 
dent, has not given up hope."

thing, even liquids, and this in 
spite of terrific thirst. The least 
breath of air causes the muscles to 
twitch and contract; 
convulsions 
and fits of furious rage are typical. 
After a few hours or days of ter- 
rible suffering the 
patient 
dies 


from suffocation because mucous 
fills the mouth and throat. 


Rabies is 
a problem 
in 
both 


domestic and wild animals. It is 
from these, 
especially 
domestic 


ones, that human cases arise. In 
New York 
State, for 
example, 
rabies has been a problem in ani- 
mals for several years. 
In 1943 


the disease appeared .in foxes in 
Chautauqua county. 
In 1046 a 
total of 308 foxes, 440 cattle, and 
377 dogs were reported as having 
rabies. 


Vaccinate Dogs 
Although foxes keep out of the 


way of people pretty successfully, 
cattle and dogs do not. Since the 
cause of rabies is present in the 
saliva of infected animals and can 
enter the human body through a 
slight cut or break in the skin, 
there is constant danger to human 
beings if dogs or cattle become in- 
fected. 


Cattle do get rabies from foxes 


so that the control of the disease 
in cattle depends on eliminating 
it in foxes. In dogs, the problem 
is to find and identify the disease 
completely and early. New York 
State's experience 
indicates also 
that a valuable help in the control 
of rabies in dogs consists in mass 
vaccination of these animals. In- 
deed, it has been suggested that 
where there is any 
danger 
of 


rabies at all, mass vaccination be 
applied over a large area. 


A large part of the 
effort 
to 
eliminate rabies must be directed 
by our public health authorities. 
However, each person should rec- 
ognize the danger of this disease. 
H bitten or even licked by a cat 
or dog which does not appear well, 
preventive treatments may be nec- 
essary. Such treatment, that 
is 


treatment given between the time 
of the infection and the develop- 
ment of the disease, is almost sure 
io ward off the symptoms even 
though treatment is not pleasant. 
Once the disease has fully devel- 
oped, treatment is hopeless. 


QUESTION: Now at the age of 


67 my legs get tired between the 
ankles and knees. Sometimes

ANSWER: The cause of this dif- 


ficulty is not clear. It could be due 
to hardening of the arteries in the 
legs and it would be wise to have 
a checkup on this.
